1. For the general Thing call’d Union, in

and fine Seats of the Gentlemen, Villages 
and Towns of che Jahabitants of both Nae 
tions, and to fem up all, has fpilt.fuch Seas 
of Blood, emur’d the People to Crueltiagg 
and made Robberies, Rapes, Murchers, or 
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all Sorts af Violences fo familiar to them, till 
the very Jahabitantsof the Marches of both 
Nations have become in a Manner perfe&- 
ly barbarous—-———- And. like wild Beafts, 
were continually lying in Wait for devour- 
ing and deftroying one another Ifwe 
had nothing but chis to be thankful for—- I 
fhould be juftify’d in faying, the Union is 
a Bleffing to this Mand, and a Thing we 
ought to be very thankfal for. 

Let any Man that would leffen this Blef- 
fing, or flight the Motion of Thankfulnefs 
for it; look into the Hiftories of both King; 
doms, and fee there the black Defcription of 
the Wars between thefe two Nations, the 
Blood, the Fury, the Animofities of the ree

ftion, and [ ain fure the Party chat drove at 
the ficft, pleas’d themfelves with the Cere 
taincy of the laft.

overthrown all the Schemes of Fasobitifm, 
French Power, or Arbitrary Principles, and 
the very Oppolition the Advocates for thole 
Caufes made againft it, is a Demonftration, 
if there were no other, that they were cone 
vine'd of it——- And thefe are fome of my 
Grounds, why we fhouid be thankful for the 
Union is general, 

a. We have ftrange concurring things in 
the carrying on and finifbing this Union,

the French Power was fo embarrafs’d, that 
it had no Leifure to luok this Way, or to 
fuccour their Friends in Scotland, who 
ftruggled with the Weakocfs of their 
Hands, as well as with the Weaknels of 
their Caufe, and who being abandon’d of 
theic main Support, could do little but 
clamour, cavil, make Speeches, fhow their 
Gvod-Will againft ir, and at laft fink un- 

- der it; whereashad France been able but 
to hgve fupply’d the Party wich but gooo 
Men, Arms, Artillery and Ammunition, 
aud fome Money 3 inftcad of a Union, we 
hid in all Probability been by this Time 
in Blood allover the North, and thattwo 
or three fides one againft another.

and imperfeét: Ifay, thefe are but fome 
 ofthem, there were infinite min:te Cir- 
_ cumflances in the carrying on, timeing, 
managing and finifhing this Union, which 
‘if they had not, by the immediate and fue 
Sigal Influence of fecret and inviti- 
le Power, been direéted to concur, 
“might have obftruéted, and would moft. 
effeQually havenot prevented the Union. 
only, but. have involv’d the Nations in 
Blood and Confulions ; fuch as the Seafon 
of the Year, the exceffive Rainsand un- 
ufual wet Weather, ‘which prevented the 
People, that thought and contriv’d the 
Mifchief of Rabbles and Arms, putting 
any thing in Praétice— The Country be- 
ing unpaffable, and rearching or lying 
abroad being impraéticable, the easly 
Rifing of the Fumulis which were made, 
beginning before the Milchiefs de- 
fign’d were. ripe’ for Execution, like a 
Bomb in the Air, burft before they were 
" capable of the Evil they intended ; or like 
an ill-charg’d Mine, taking Fire before its 
Time;. which burfts out backward, aad 
_ overwhelms the. Engineers that contriv’d 


it.

Volume, with the many Steps she Enemies 
of the Union took tointerruptit ; al} which 
by the wonderful fecret Turnings of. Provi-
